REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record does not disclose, either singly on in combination a novel height 
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adjustment device for a vehicle seat. The applicant has disclosed the use of an height 
adjustment mechanism further including a cover covering the pinion and sector gear, 
the cover being fixed onto an inner surface of the first side frame section, the ends of 
the rotating shaft and supporting pin being supported by the cover, the rotating shaft 
and supporting pin are supported by both the first side frame section and side cover. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
